| there had been none perhaps whici bad 
more tended to the downfall and overthrow 
of the administration under which it was 
enacted. The question then made by the 
people of the United States was not wheth- 
er that law contained a good Jaw of Ibe! 
or not, but whether Congress had power 
to enact any law of libel or not; whether 
that clause of the constitution contained 
in one of its amendments, declaring that 
Congress should make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or prohibit 
_ Ing the free exercise thereof, or abridging 
the freedom of speech or of the press, did 
not completely foreclose Congress, and 
| Preclude them from legislating on the 
subject at all. And (said he) by a very 
great body of the American people, as [ 
understand, a verdict has been given that 
Congress do not possess the right of pas- 
sing any act on this subject whatever ; 
and I trust and believe that there will nev. 
er exist another Congress which will have 
the temerity and hardihood to meddle with 
the rights of the people and states on this 
point. ‘here are some of us, Sir, who 
were members of the House of Represen- 
tatives at the time that the law in question 
expired. I well recollect, and probably 
you do also, Mr. Speaker, the very splen- 
did and beautiful declamation with which 
a member at that time from South-Caro- 
lina, (Mr. Harper) exhorted the majority 
of this House to re-enact that law, on the 


ground that it would be a shield and pro- 
setuon raW would aiow twem w prve we 


truth in evidence, and the common law 
does not. And he then foretold what I 
confess I listened to with the most perfect 
incredulity, that prosecutions for libel 
would be commenced and carried on in the 
courts of the United States at common 
law. Sir, I-was not only incredulous my- 
self at that moment, but had the unchari- 
tableness to think that the gentleman him- 
self did not believe in the opinion which 
he advanced. 1 believed it impossible for 
an administration coming into power on 
the terms, on which the last did, ever to 
sanction a prosecution at common law for 
a libel where the truth could not be given 
in evidence. The doctrine contended for 
by the federal party, and ably supported 
by a member (Mr. Bayard) who is now 
translated to the other House, that the 
common law of Englandis the law of the 
U. States, was a doctrine more abhorrent, 
if possible, to the feelings of the republi- 
cat party in the United States, than the 
sedition law itself. For if the sedition law 
was objectionable because it established a 
law of libel which permitted the truth to 
be given in evidence, a forttori, the com- 
mon law doctrine, was more so, Which not 
only established a law of libel the more 
hideous, because the truth was not per- 
mitted to be given in evidence, but estab- 
lished the whole system of penal laws in 
the British books which might be found in 
relation to the subject. Accordingly, the 
best pens and the ablest minds in the pats 
ty to which you and T had the’ hone~ +- 
belong, were employed in attempting to 
refute the heresy, and against the sedition 
law. Itis unnecessary to call to your re- 
collection the writings of Hortensius, the 
resolutions of Col. John Taylor, of Caro- 
line, and the still more illustrious report 
of the present chicf magistrate, going to 
explode the doctrine by irresistible argu. 
ments. To this succeeded a tract by 4 
gentleman of no obscure fame, who has 
rendered himself somewhat conspicuons 
as a law character, by his commentaries 
on that great commentator Sir Witham 
Blackstone, still going to shew that the 
common jaw of England was not the law 
of the United States ; that, although it has 
been a.lopted by the several states W ith 
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re_taees of which I presume no man would 
trave the hardihood to doubt, prosecutions 
for Itbels at common law have been en- 
tertained in the courts of the United States, 
against citizens, and consequently have 
been carried on by the attorneys for the dis- 
tricts wherein such prosecutions commen- 
ced. Yes,Sir,such is the difference between 
men in power and men out of power ; such 
the difference between profession and praq- 
tice: and yet, to my infinite surprise, this 
awful truth, this fact, which never came 
to my knowledge before, appeared scarce- 
ly to excite a sensation’ either in this 
assembly or the public, inthe men whd 
were mnst clamorous against the sedition 
law. Yes, sir, we did execrate, and 
most justly execrate, the sedition law. | 
for ene had as thorough a contempt for 
some of those who fell under its pen- 
alties,as the judge who inflictedthem The 
question was not whether James Thomp- 
son Callender was notaninfamous libeller, 
any more than the famous Middlesex 
question was whether John Wilkes 
was an infamous character; but it was a 
question as to the deprivation of the birth. 
right of the citizen in one case, an the sub- 
ject in the other—and the people wisely 
discriminated between the persons who 
were the subjects of prosecution and 
theirown best and dearest interests. We 
said that Congress had no right to pass 
any law at all on the subject. Ir cannot 
be denied, that if we are tohave a federal 
law of libel, that which permits the truth 
to be given in evidence is as good as any. 
It was not tothe nature of the Jaw that 
we objected, but to the having a federal law 
of libel at all; though indeed, Sir, the 
permission to give tne truth in evidence 
is but an idle mockery when we consider 
that the officer, whose duty it is to provide 
an impartial jery, is but the breath of 
the nostrils of the prosecutor. You ought 
to recollect that in all cases where the 
government becomes a party, whether fro 
or con, you too often have an administra. 
tion of politics, instead of an administra- 
tion of Jaw and justice. It is true, that 
the constitution does declare that Con- 
gress shall make no law abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press ; but 
rf Congress, or the courts below, can at 
once saddle us with the common law of 
England, there is no necessity for prohib- 
iting the abridgement of the freedom of 
speech, or of the press. We know what 
the commen law of England is—an un- 
jimited licence to print, and an almost 
equally unlimited licence to punish. This 
restriction of the constitution therefore is 
wholly nugatory, if the courts are permit- 
ted to entertain prosecutions for libels. 
Sir, that the present chief magistrate of 
the United States should permit an attor- 
ney of the United States to hold his office 
one second after having commenced a 
prosecution in a court of common law for 
a libel, is: what I will not. believe —for he 
could not doit without libelling, by that 
act of omission, the fairest pzge of the 
history of his own life, to wit, his celebra- 
ted report made in the session of the Vir 
ginia assembly, which commenced in De- 
cember, 1799. But I am willing to have 
some better security than the disposition 
of anv Executive, for what I conceive one 
of the highest, proudest attributes of A- 
merican freemen. TI know it may be said, 
as it once was, when tfe writ of habeas 
corpus was set at'dcfiance, that for as 
inuch as the right is contained in the con- 
stitution and supported by it, all legisla- 
tive provision on that subject would be 
mere work of supererogation—-and yet, 
Sir, who has heard of any recovery under 
the constitution for the violation of the 
best, dearest, most invaluable right of a 
citizen? In fact, take away the writ of ha- 
beas corpus to-morrow, and I would not 
give a pinch of snuff for our constitution ; 
for without it, every man may be impri- 
soned at pleasure. Government might 
possibly d.mand a forced loan, with which 
if the citizen did not comply. he might be 
carricd to jail—There is no fre gov- 
ernment where this wonderful contrivance, 
this best hope of man, this sheet-anchor 
of freedom, the writ of habeas corpus is 
not found. And yet we may be told that, 
as the freedom of the speech and press is 
secured by the constitution, all legislative 
provision on the subject is not merely su- 
perfluity, but not respectful to the consti- 
tution : And so our citizens are to go on 
to be prosecuted at common law; and 
when they get no remedy, they are told 
their rights are guarantecd by the consti- 


tution—but receive no satisfaction. I 
therefore think it would be a very wise 


provision on our part, at this time, to pre- 
vent a recurrence of similar cases, guard- 
ing against the future by woeful experi. 
ence, a school in which it is suid a fool 
himself must learn, although he will learn 
in no other—and, as far as that epithet 
ma) be considered as applying to myseif, 
Ido most candidly confess that I have 
been compelled to learn from this school 
—ior when the gentleman from South- 
Carolioa uttered that brilliant declamation 
in order to induce this House to re-enact 
the sedition law, anc hang it over their 
heads as a shield from prosecution, I re- 
aily though: it a mere speech for the peo- 
ple, for 1 had no conception that a court 
of the United diates would ever entertain 
& prosecution for libel at common law. I 
therefore submit to you the following re- 
solution, premising, before 1 conclude, 
that my object will be, finding the covsti- 
tution inert on this subject, as it only con- 
tains an acknowledgment of the right, to 
administer wholesome fine and imprison- 
ment to those who shall hereafier under- 
take tocarry on such prosecutions.

I republish the following article from 
the Citizen of this morping, for the pur- 
pose of extending as widely as is in my 
power, the very intcresting fact which is 
here divulged.

“1 concluded my last number with 
some observations on the fact, that the 
Stuarts, down to him who abdicated the 
throne, were bribed by Louis i 4th ; that 
the scandalous transactions, so dexterous- 
lv had the correspondence been managed, 
remained undivulged and unknown unt! 
it was discovered by the right honorable 
Charles James Fox about the year 1800 ; 
but that still, strongly as Mr. Jefferson 
had been suspected of a highly censura- 
ble predeliction for France, to the deter- 
mination of his own country. it could hard- 
ly be believed, that hke the Stuarts, he 
bad accepted gratifications from the French 
court. That evident partiality which he 
manifested in the latter part of his admin- 
istration for one of the belligerent powers, 
and enmity to the other may otherwise, 
perhaps, be accounted for. Yet there is 
a relation with which the public are unac- 
quainted, which has been communicated 
tome by members of Congress of great 
respectability, which, if it be incorrect, 
those venerable legislators, the back stairs 
gentlemen in Congress, now in session, 
may rectify, and which, though it proves 
nothing as to gratifications like those which 
the Staarts infamously received from the 
French court, does still evince conduct of 
a very reprehensible kind in a nation’s 
Chief Magistrate, and goes far towards 
inducing the belief, joined to a multitude 
of correlative circumstances, that there 
was a curious and to us perhaps an tnex- 
plicable understanding between the French 
Emperor and the late President of the U. 
States. J think it worthy the historian’s 
research, 

“ Tine diplomatic correspondence of our 
Minister at London with the court of St. 
James is regularly filed in the department 
of state, and has always been so from the 
organization of our government to the 
present time ;_ the same course has been 
invariably pursued, in reference to all oth- 
er nations, including France, with the ex- 
ception to which I allude, and which I 
shall presently mention. When Congress 
calls for correspondence, with the British 
government, the call :s made onthe Pres 
ident, who transmits it to the Secretary of 
state, and he directs the papers called for 
to be transcribed by the clerks, from the 
files of his department. Il understand this 
to be and to have been the principle and 
the practiee.

frrivate desk, and that the miserable fiittances 
of this correspondence, which Mr. Jefferson 
reluctantly fiermitted to escape from his lock 
and key, were selected by /imself, cofited by 
himself,and communicated to Congress in his 
own hand writing. No CLERK, IT 1S AD- 
DEB, WAS ALLOWED TO SEE THE ORIGI- 
WALs ! 

“So great a deviation from constitution- 
al, and, until this singular exception was 
made by Mr. Jefferson, invariable practice 
of the department of state, cannot have 
been without a motive and an object.— 
What these were Ll will not pretend to say 
for of these. as of all things else, the pab- 
lic can judge as well as myself. Bur 
coupling the fact, if i be a fact, as lam 
informed and believe, with the noon day 
partiality of Mr. Jefferson fer France, that 
gross and offensive conduct which every 
one could see and no one could mistake, 
we cannot avoid the conclusion, that much 
of the agitations which for the last two 
years we have felt, and many of the ca- 
lamities which we have suffered, are at- 
tributable to the foreign propensities of the 
sage, who, happily for his country, bas re- 
tired to Monticello. Itrust he has not 
left his mantle behind him. That which 
we have seen of Mr. Madison’s adminis- 
tration, is commendable, but I have seen 
and know enough to abstain from pane. 
gyric in advance.” 

REMARKS. 

In one thing the editor of the Cit zen is 
mistaken. If he will turn to Dalrymple’s 
Memoirs, he will find that Fox was not the 
first who exposed the scandalous transac- 
tions of the court of King James. Dal- 
rymple expesed them long before, and he 
gave copi:s of official documents in evi- 
dence. Those documents. however, were 
pronounced forgeries. At length Mr. 
Fox went to France, and obtained permis- 
sion of Bonaparte to examine the original 
letters on file, between the French Am- 
bassador at the court of London, and the 
king his master. To his astonishment 
Mr. Fox there found, that King James 
had for many years been a frensioner of 
Louis XIVih. He found too, that more 
than one of the principal nobility had been 
also corrupted. Mr. Fox has certainly 
stated some of these fac’s in his history, 
but he has as certainly suppressec others, 
and more than all, he has wanted the can- 
dor to coniess, that the charges of fabrica- 
tion, which had so often and so loudiy 
been made agwinst Dalrymple, by himsclf 
and others, were unfounded and unmenited. 
This was unworthy Mr. Fox. 

It has long been my intention to recom- 
mend Fox's life of James to the American 
public. 1 would not insinuate any more 





than the editor of the Citizen, that the fate | 
president of the United States or anv of 
his ministers or of his leading partizans in 
both houses of Congress coukl be corrupt- 
ed by a direct bribe from France, though 
the history before us clearly proves that 
a King aad his court have been so corrupt- 
ed more than a century ago: bat lord! 
what better could have been expected ina 
monarchy, and are not we arepublic? J 
say therefore I mean not to insinuate, that 
corruption has long been at work at Wash- 
ington : I will ascribe their devotion, soul 
and body, to France, sooner to infatuation 
itself, than to such a naughty, wicked, 
good-for-nothing sort of a cause.

Eleventh Congress of the United States :

BE it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Rehresentatives of the United States of 
America, in Congress assembled, Vhatirom 
end after the passing of this act, all ships 
or vessels owned bs citizens or subjects of 
any foreign nation with which commercial 
intercourse is permitted by the act, entt- 
tled * An act to interdict the commercial 
intercourse between the United States and 
Great Britain and France, and their de- 
pendencies, and for ‘other purposes,” be 
permitted to take on board cargoes of do- 
mestic or foreign produce. and to depart 
with the same for any foreign port or 
place with which such intercourse is o1 
shall, at the time of their departure re- 
spectively, be thus permitted, in the same 
manner, and on the same conditions, as is 
provided by the act aforesaid for vessels 
owned by citizens of the United States ; 
any thing in the said act, or in the act 
laying an embargo on all ships and vesse's 
in the ports and barbours of the Uniied 
Stites, or in any of the several acts sup- 
plementary thereto, to the contrary ot- 
withstanding.

From London fiafiers of April 9. 


Sir John Moore’s celebrated last’ 


Letter. 


Yesterday we were favoured with a copy 
of the following Letter of Sir John Moore, 
which has just been printed, in pursuance 
of the order of the House of Commons, 
and concerning which great curiosity has 
been excited, 

Extract ofa Letter from Lieutenant Gene 
eral Sir John Moore, to Viscount Castle- 
reagh, dated Corunna,/anuary 13, 1809. 
“ Situated as this army is at present, it 

is impossible for me to detail to your 

Lordship the events which have taken 

place, since | had the honor to address 

you from Astorga on the Sist of Deceni- 
ber: I have therefore, determined to send 
to England, Brigadier Ceneral Charks 

Stewart, as the Officer best qualified to 

give you every information you can want 

both with respect to our actual situation, 
and the events which have led to it. 

“Your Lordship knows, that if I had 
followed my own opinion, as a military 
man, I should have retired with the army 
from Salamanca. The Spanish armies 
were then beaten; there was no Spanish 
force to which we could unite, and I was 
satisfied that no efforts would be made to 
aid us, orto favour the cause in which 
they were engaged. 

“I was sensible, however, that the ap- 
athy and indifference of the Spaniards 
would never have been believed; that had 
the British been withdrawn, the loss of 
the cause would have been imputed to 
their retreat, and it Was Necessary to risk 
this army to convince the people of Eng- 
land, as well as the rest of Europe, that 
the Spaniards had neither the power nor 
the inclination to make efforts fu them 
selves. It was for this reason that I made 
the march to Sahrgun. As a diversion, 
it succeeded: I brought the whole dis- 
posable force of the French against this 
army, and it has been allowed to follow 
me, without a single movement being 
made to favour my retreat—The people 
of the Gallicias, though armed, made no 
attempt to stop the passage of the French 
through their mountains. They abandon- 
ed their dwellings at our approach, drove 
away their carte, oxen; aud every thine 
that could be of the smallest aid to the ar- 
my. The consequence has been, that our 
sick have been lelt behind ; and when our 
horses or mules failed, which on such 
marches, anc through such a country, 
was the case to a great extent, baggaze, 
ammunition, stores, &c. and even money 
were necessarily destroyed or abandoned. 

I am sorry to say,that the army, whose 
conduct I had so much reason to extol on 
its march through Portugal, and on its ar- 
rival in Spain, has totally changed its 
character since it began to retreat. I can 
say nothing tm its favor, but that when 
(here was a prospect of fighting the ene- 
my, the men were then orderly. and seem- 
ed pleased and determined to do their du- 
ty. In front of Villa Franca, the French 
came up with the reserve, with which I 
was coveling the retreat of the army ; 
they attacked at Calcebelos. I retired, 
covered by the 95th regiment, and mar- 
ched that night to Herresias, and from 
thence to Nogales and Lugo, where I had 
ordered the different divisions which pre- 
ceded to halt and collect—At Lugo, the 
French again came upweth us. They 
attacked our a@vanced post on the 6th and 
7th, and were repulsed in both attempts, 
with losson our side. I heard from. the 
prisoners taken, that the divisions of the 
French army were come up, commanded 
by Marshal Soult; I therefore expected 
to be atkacked on the morning of the 8th. 
li was my wish to come to this issue ; 1 
had perfect confidence in the valor of the 
troops, and it was on!v by crippling the 
enemy that we could hope e ther to retreat 
or embark unmolested. I made every 
preparation to receive the attack, and drew 
out the army in the morning to offer bat- 
tle. This was not Marshal Sorilt’s object. 
fle either did not think himself suMcrent 
iy strong. or he wished to piay a surer 
yume, by attacking us OD our march, or 
The country 
was imersected, and is position too strong 
for me to attack with af imilerior force. 
The want of provisions would tot enable 
me towaitlonger. | marched that night; 
and in two torced marches. bivouacing for 
six or eight hours in the rain. I reached 
Betan2zos on the teuth instant. 

“ Ac Lugo, I was sensible of the impos- 
sibility of reaching Vigo, which was at too 
great a distance, end offered no advanta- 
ges to embark in the face of an enemy.— 
My iuicution was then to have retreated 
to tbe peniusula of Betanzos, where | 


hop dtofi id ‘ poston. to enver the eta. 
barkation of the army in Ares or Redes 
Bays ; but hoving sent an officer to recon- 
noitve it, Ly his reparr i was determined 
to prefer this place. I gave notice to the 
Admiral of my intention, ahd begged that 
the transports might be brought to Co- 
runna ; had | found them here on my ar- 
rival on the 1ith, the embarkation would 
easily have been effected, for I had gained 
several marches onthe French. They 
have now come up with us, the transports 
have not arrived ; my position in front ‘of 
this place isa very bad oné ; and this 
place; if Lam. forced to retire into it, ts 
commanded within musket shot, and the 
harbor will be so commanded by cannon 
on the coast, that no ship will be able to 
lay init. In short, my Lord, General 
Stewart will inform you how critical our 
sitnation is. It-has- been recommended 
to me to make a proposal to the enemy, 
to incuce him to allow us to embark qui- 
etly, in which cuse he gets us out of the 
country soon, and this place with its stores, 
&c. complete ; that otherwise we have the 
power to make a long defence, which must 
cause the destruction of the town. 1 am 
averse to make any such proposal, and 
um exceedingly doubtful if it would be at- 
tended with any good effect ; but what- 
ever Il resolve on this head, I hope your 
Loydsiiip will rest assured, that I shall ac- 
‘cept no terms that are ia the least dishon- 
orable to the army or to the country.”
